“Funny little Kitty Cat” tells the story of Little Kitty finding her body parts 
— eyes, paws, ears, nose, mouth and with Mother Cat’s help determines 
what they are used for. 


The pictures are shown in sequence to enable learners to retell the story in 
sequence. 


With a variety of rhymes and activities basic vocabulary of the body, 
counting, colours and forms of greetings are learnt. Sentences with a frame,
